Here is the situation In the navy, gath­ 
ered from official sources: 
One hundred nnd fifty new destroy­ 
ers are to he provided, In addition to 
those now building. 
Every reserve ship in the navy has 
been fully manned, nnd a great many 
auxiliaries have been added. 
Since the day war was declared, the 
whole roust of the United States has 
been under constant putrol by naval 
vessels and every port purtl«ilarly 
well guarded. 
Navy enlistments have roached 136.- 
000. 
Ten thousand National Naval 
Volunteers are in service, In addition 
to a reserve force of 35,000 men. 
Contracts have been placed for every 
destroyer that the yards of the country 
can build. 
New construction records 
are looked for, both In the number of 
shtpa built and the time required for 
building them. 
Some 32,000-ton superdreadnaughtf 
are being built—the exact number is 
not stated. 
Five 35,000-ton battle cruisers, the 
largest and swiftest ever conjempltt^d 


by any na Hon In the world, are'under 
construction. 
Six formidable scout cruisers ere 
being completed.
